ounced “the state rests.’’ 
Louise Ar’oogast was well prepared 
or tho witness stand. 
She had been 
ctified that she would be called and 
he had been counselled by her attor 
eys to refuse to talk. 
She was not 
ngracious about her refusal and made 
cr declination in a tone which infl­ 
ated her regret.

Jackson, Miss., Nov. 2.—Competing 
against a wild animal circus a state 
fair and a hair-raising balloon ascen­ 
sion and parachute drop. President 
Taft managed to get a wildly demon­ 
strative reception from people of Mis­ 
sissippi’s capital city, despite all the 
popular handicaps. 
It is almost impossible to estim ate 
tho number of people who were hero 
hi the pretty little city to welcome 
the president or to tell how many 
turned out to sec him exclusively, or 
to take in all the attractions that 
were on hand to attract the crowds. 
Tile town was smiling under different 
kinds of bunting and the heavy show­ 
er that fell just before the arrival of 
Hie presidential train did riot dampen 
a whit the enthusiasm with which he 
was greeted. 
Cue or two little incidents served 
to put an cdg? on the programme. Be­ 
cause of a feeling that the president 
is not recognizing the negro vote in 
the South in His appointments to of­ 
fice; and. going a little farther back, 
because he upheld the decision of for­ 
mer 
President 
Roosevelt 
in 
the 
Brownsville affair, the negro popula­ 
tion declined to avail itself of a spe­ 
cial welcome that had been proposed 
for thorn by the local committee. 
Then, again, the prohibitionists— 
Mississippi being a prohibition state, 
which the colonels admit with a blush 
—those prohibitionists then objected 
to the serving of wine at the $25 ban­ 
quet. which was given in honor of Taft 
to close the entertainment, but wine 
was served. 
Neither of these incidents marred 
the 
whole-souled 
and good-natured, 
open-hearted hospitality of the dem ­ 
onstration. however, and >vith the Taft 
smile in full operation there was not 
a hitch from the time the president, 
arrived until he bowed good night 
from the real end of his car. 
Tile closest Jackson had ever before 
come to having a president in its 
midst was the time, eight or rJne 
years 
ago, 
when 
McKinley 
went 
through here on his way to New Or­ 
leans. 
It is to be borne in mind, how 
ever, that Jefferson Davis, president 
of the Southern Confederacy, hailed 
from this stat'', and mention was made 
of the fact in the fraternal exchange 
of renewed assurances of the solidity 
of the whole union of states. 
In all of the addresses which he 
made during th? day, and they num­ 
bered four or five, 'h e president laid 
stress upon the complete restoration 
of good feeling between the states, 
and at th? state fair grounds he made 
a strong plea for the agricultural life 
for young mo*.
